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A comparison of official government reports suggests that fully 
vaccinated develop Acquired Immunodeficiency Syndrome (AIDS) 


The latest figures published by the British PHE Vaccine Surveillance Report in 
its Covid Case Reports suggest that the double vaccinated 40-70 year olds 
have lost 40% of their innate immune system ability compared to the 
unvaccinated people. The immune system of the double vaccinated in the 
mentioned age group declines by about 5% per week (between 2.7% and 
8./%). According to the PHE Vaccine Surveillance Report, if the trend 
continues the 30-50 age group will have 100% immune degradation by 
Christmas, and all the double vaccinated people over the age of 30 are 
expected to completely lose all the capacity of the natural immune system (to 
fight viruses and certain forms of cancer) within 6 months. 


The data for the 5-week period in the table published in the PHE Vaccine 
Surveillance Report clearly indicate an increasing extent of immune system 
degradation due to the injected experimental gene therapy. People in the age 
group 40 — 69 have already lost 40% of the capacity of the innate immune 
system, progressively losing 3.3% — 6.4% of the capacity of the immune system 
on average per week.
